What Earlier Story Said. 
Niagara Falls, Ont., May 21.- Mark­ 
ing a new era in the relations of the 
nations of the western hemisphere, 
delegates

the United States, 
Mexico and three great South Amer­ 
ican republics formally opened Wed­ 
nesday 
the 
mediation 
conference 
which they hope will bring peace to 
Mexico. 
Confidence in the amicable settle­ 
ment. not only of the differences 1>e- 
tween the United States 
and

Huerta government, but in the ulti­ 
mate pacification of all Mexico through 
diplomacy, was felt Wednesday night 
by tile mtMliaiors. 
A distorted dispatch from Mexico 
City, to the effect that Gen. Huerta 
was ready to retire, although contra­ 
dicted by corrected dispatches which 
stated that he had given his dele­ 
gates no instructions to offer his res­ 
ignation. was received with interest.

MANY CARS NOW BEING REBUILT 


Different Shops on the System Have 


Large Forces Employed— Good 


Reports From All Sections 
of 
the 
Country. 


With 
reports 
indicating 
record- 
breaking crops for the year through­ 


out the territory served by its lines, 


the Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain 


railroad is putting forth vigorous ef­ 
forts toward getting its box cars in 
first-class condition so they will l>e 
available for service when the grain 
movement begins. 
To that end, many of the company’s 
cars are being practically rebuilt. 
At 
the plant of the American Car and 
Foundry company at 
Madison, 111., 
from twelve to fifteen box cars are 
being thoroughly overhauled daily for 
account of this railroad. 
The St. Louis works of the same 
company is turning out five box cars 
daily for the Missouri Pacific while 
their 
plan 
at 
Memphis, 
Tenn., is 
handling about the same number. The 
Sheffield Tar and Equipment company 
at Kansas City is also doing part of 
this repair work. about seven cars 
daily being the average output for 
that plant. 
Tn addition, the Missouri Pacific 
shops at Little Rock, Ark., have been 
making full repairs to from five to 
ten cars daily, while the company’s 
shops at Sedalia and Desoto, Mo., 
combined, 
have 
been 
turning out 
about ten cars each day. 
Altogether, close to fifty box cars, 
practically new', are being turned out 
at the different shops every day for 
this railroad, and the operating offi­ 
cials say that as a result of this work 
the company should be in a position 
to successfully handle its share of 
the heavy grain movement which is 
expected to begin about July I.

Katy 
Engineer Saw Frisco Coaches 


On Crossing, But Brakes Could 


Not Check Momentum of 
the Ten Cars. 


Tho Katy Limited, train 
No. 
lh. 
running thirty minutes late Wednes- 


day nam ing, was approaching the 
railroad trussing at Mjorton avenue, 
in Parsons, Has., when tho engineer, 
Charles Magner, saw a Frisco pas­ 
senger train of three coaches start 
to cross the Katy tracks. 


He gave his train all Hie “air” he 


had, says the Parsons Sun, but with 
ten heavily loaded cars behind bis 
locomotive he could not 
bring 
bis 
train to a stop in time to avoid a 
collision. 
Before the last coach of 
the Frisco train cleared the crossing 
the pilot of the Katy engine lilted 
the car off its trucks and shoved it 
against a telegraph post in the ditch. 
Litre were eight passengers in the 
car. but the only one injured was a 
boy lo years old, who was slightly 
bruised about the head. 
Brakeman 
Lamb, of the train which was struck, 
was also slightly injured by tieing 
thrown against a seat iii tile car. 
Tile Katy train was in charge of 
Conductor O. 
S. 
Darlington 
and 
Charles Magner, engineer. 
Steve Hopkins, conductor, and En­ 
gineer Buckley were in charge of the 
Frisco train. 
“I raw the Katy train speeding to­ 
ward us, but didn’t think we would 
be struck,” said Engineer Buckley. 
of the Frisco. 
“We signaled before proceeding to 
cross the Katy tracks and 
the 
en­ 
gineer of the oncoming I lain saw us 
in plenty ot time, but his train was 
so heavy that lie could’t stop in time 
to avert the collision.” 
The gates at the Katy and Frisco 
crossing are kept closed except when 
trains are passing. 
At the time oi 
the accident the gate had been open­ 
ed on the Frisco track and closed 
over the Katy, thus giving the Frisco 
the right of way. 
The Katy wrecker arrived soon af­ 
ter the collision and the Frisco c o a c h 
was lifted front the tra^k and train 
No. IO canto on into the station. The 
pilot of the Katy, engine was damaged 
slightly. 
News of teh accident spread rapid­ 
ly and hundreds of persons walked 
down to the crossing to the scene 
of the accident. 
Little damage was 
done to the Frisco passenger coach. 
Both trains were delayed an hour.

WOMAN'S COUNCIL ALSO MEETS 


Under the caption, “No Cholera at 
Sedalia,” Missouri State Veterinarian 


Dr. I). F. Luckey had the following 


statement in the current issue of the 
“Missouri Ruralist” relative to the 
absence of danger to exhibitors of 
swine at the coining Missouri state 
fair: 


“Owing to the prevalence of hog 


cholera over the United States, many 
breeders are reluctant to exhibit hogg 
at state fairs. 
It ig true that disas­ 
trous results followed our state fair 
jf 1997, and tiiere was more or less 
cholera among hogs exhibited in 1908. 
Beginning with 1909, active measures- 
.vere taken to prevent hog cholera, 
and the results since that time have 
been so satisfactory as to lead us to 
believe that, breeders need not fear 
to exhibit their hogs at the Missouri 
state fair iii 1J14. 
“We expect to take additional pre­ 
cautions in the future to protect ex­ 
hibit hogs from cholera. 
We will ask 
all those who expect to exhibit to be 
sure that their hogs are neither ex­ 
posed -to nor diseased with cholera. 
We will require an affidavit to that 
effect 
We advise that hogs ready 
for shipment and the crate be thor­ 
oughly saturated with some antisep­ 
tic solution 
before 
shipment 
and 
again on arrival at the fair. 
When 
exhibit hogs are shipped in stock or 
box cars, these cars should be thor­ 
oughly 
disinfected 
before 
loading 
Hogs should not be loaded into or un­ 
loaded from such cars through any 
railroad pens or public stock :ards. 
“The hog pens at Sedalia will be 
thoroughly 
disinfected 
before 
the 
fair. The cracks have been screened 
up with wire netting to prevent peo­ 
ple who may come from premises in­ 
fected with hog cholera from putting 
their feet through. We will thorough­ 
ly spray the runways in the hog barn 
every afternoon so that hogs may he 
driven in and out to exercise without 
danger of contracting cholera. 
“The hogs at the state fair will be

fly. Congress has been so busy jug* 
Cling the tariff supposedly to the far- 
i rr.ers’ interests, that it has quite ov- 
looked the opportunity to protect 
him in a humbler and more profitable 
v. ay. 
One result of this, says an agricul­ 
tural department 
bulletin, 
is that 
4he United States has become a sort 
of dumping ground for infected nur- 
Lery stock and farm pests of various 
kinds. 
We have imported free 
the Hes­ 
sian fly—which already has attacked 
tho 1914 wheat 
crop—the 
coddling 
moth. the gipsy moth, the cotton boll 
weevil, the San 
Jose 
scale, and a 
choice assortment 
of 
other pests, 
which have caused 
fanners 
and or­ 
chardists almost incalculable loss. 
In a single year 
the Hessian fly 
l as destroyed wheat that would have 
been worth $100,000,000 
at harvest. 
The average annual , loss 
from 
the 
cotton boll 
weevil 
is 
estimated at 
$25,000,000. Fully as great is the loss 
to 
orchardists 
from 
the 
coddling 
moth and San Jose scale, while the 
New England states are now spend­ 
ing over $1,000,000 a year in efforts 
ito exterminate the gipsy and 
brown 
tail moths. 
A properly enforced quarantine in­ 
spection law in 
the 
past, says the 
bulletin, would have 
excluded many 
of these imported pests.

not, he has

The supreme 
court 
of 
Missouri 
Wednesday held that express com­ 
panies could not be compelled by any 
contract as carriers to deliver intox­ 
icants c. o. d. in the state of Texas 
where there was a law enacted re­ 
quiring the payment of an occupation 
tax of $5,000 as a condition to the 
delivery of c. o. d. liquor packages. 
On February 12, 1907, Abram Ro­ 
senberg, of Kansas City, shipped a 
eonsignment of liquor by express to 
customers in Texas. 
On this date a 
law became effective in Texas requir­ 
ing the payment of an occupation tax 
of $5,000 car carriers or persons at­ 
tempting to deliver c. o. d. liquor 
shipments. 
The express companies found the 
new law staring them in the face, and 
rather than pay the $5,000 occupation 
lax returned it to Kansas City. They 
notified Rosenberg he could have the 
liquor by payment of the return ex­ 
press. 
Ile declined this proposal and 
sued for conversion.
